U, 8. SHIPS ON THE HIGH SEAS. 

The United States bas been trying 
for a quarter of a contury to introduce 
American éhips inte our foreign com- 
meree, When former Senator Hanna 
of Ohio, proposed a ship subsidy, the 
country responded with a cry of alarm 
fest Wall Street or seine ond, connect- 
ed with it, might steal a. few pints of 
the salty ocean. Perhaps it was a 
yecollection of these events that caus- 
el President Wilson to suggest gov- 
ernment-owned ships, Two hundred and 
sighty-two boards of trade and com-| 
merelal organizations of the country 
have been polled, and eighty per cont 
of the votes caat ara opposed to gov- 
ernment owned ships. In one of the 
ballots 554 votes favored government 
ships subsidy, while 189 were agaihst, 
In another inatance 713 votes wore cast 
favorable to catablishing freight and 
mail linea to foreign countries, and 
there were fifty-two voted against, 
This proposition contemplates com. 
merea under the Anterican flag. As 
Senator Hauna’s proposition eannot 
he revived under a Democratic Ad- 
ministration, ainee tho party is on 
record against it; and inasmuch as 
Progidont Wildon’s sehome has beon 
tumahawked by his own party in Con- 
gress, the proposition for Amiérican 
shipping appdars to bo in a bad way, 
The American people evidently are 
willing to let private capitalists build 
and operate ships, but refuse to allow 
‘vugress to give auch aid and protec- 
tion ag to insure something being done. 
Meanwhile there ia no probability of 
the United States attaining glory, su. 
promacy, of even anbstantial represon- 
tation as a. matatime power, since 
there are no ‘jackiea’’ in American 
finance; and the Governmont up-to 
date has failed to make any progress,

AT SOUTH PARIS 


Train Hits Auto and Kills Two 
People 


A little before five a’clack Sunday 
afternoon, an automobile owned and 
driven by Jolin E. Everett was struck 
by tho Portland-bound express train 
at the Nichols street erossiug in South 
In tho automobile were Mr, 
Everett and his wife and danghter, 
Ivy, Mrs. Everott and the. daughter. 
were fatally injured, and disd séon af: 
ter. Mr, Everatt sustained severe but 


not fatal injuries. f 


The Everotts, with Mr. and Mre W. 
F, Poster, had been on 4 trip to Lewis- 
ton, Sunday afternoon, Mr, and Mrs. 
Foster drove from their farm to the 
village with their team which they Jeft 
in the village. On their return thoy 
stopped in the village to get their team, 
aud the Everetts went on toward their 
home, which is on Nichola streat, only 
a few rods bayond tha crossing where 
the accident occurred, 

Mr. Everett was driving the car, and 
Mrs, Everett and daughter wore on the 
back seat. The train which is the 
regular afternoon passengér, is dus to 
Jeave South Paria at 4:57, and ‘was 
coming in just about on time, Tho 
track comes around a curve a short 
distance above the crossing, The croas- 
ing is a diagonal one, so that any one 
approaching, in the direction the auto- 
mobile was going, ls looking toward 
the train rather than away from it, 
but the view was obsenred by trees 
until one is near the crossing. Several 
people in the vicinity stated that they 
heard the train wllistle for the croas: 
Snyy, 

Evidently the sutomobile had got 
partly over the track before the loes 
motive struck, as the principal damage 
was to the hak part of tt, 

Mr, Everett stated after the cecident 
that he did not seo nor hear the train 
until too late to atop. 

The daughter was thrown to a point 
near the track and about fifty fect 
couth from the ervaging, Sho was 
breathing when the firat arrivais reach. 
ed the scene, bat died within ten min 
utes. Mra, Everett was thrown shont 
twenty feet farther, and Jay at quite 
a distance fram the track. She was 
toried on go cat te hes heme a rew man 
ated later, but died aloat hadf an heur 
fier the coadonk, teibhous re juiung

Mr. Everett landed onle aoret or. 
two from the crossing, Ho wag severe 
Iv shaken cunt had to he carried home 
on tt cot, bat was conrrious pnd alc 
tu talk soon after the secident. ho 
joues were broken, and he is apparent 
fy suffering only from bruiccs and 
shock, 

The autumolile was tarned more 
than halfway around, and lefe sight 
side up, with the front pointing toward 
the trask and ahout ten feet weak of! 
ik. The rear wheel on the side atrack 
hy tho train was completely demolish: 
ed, the windobicld wag eniashel and its 
frame bent, and tho hack part of the 
body was badly weeeked. On tho leeo 
motive the secoden pout of tho pilot 
frame on the weat aide was consider 
ably splintered, The train was stopped 
with the engine opposite Spring alrest, 
alent 760 feof south of the crossing.
